Sees Threat to Labor 
Movement in Certain 
Acts of Harding Ad- 
ministration.

Denver, Colo., June 19.—The time 
has come, in the opinion of Presi- 
dent Gompers, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, fof industrial 
workers and farmers to stick to- 
&ether. Identical interests, he 
Says, are tempting to drive back the 
positions attained by both classes 
of producers, and a “closer alliance 
and co-operation should be ‘estab- 
lished between them.” 

Gompers was presiding as chair- 
man over the convention of labor 
delegates here, a domain he has 
ruled for nearly two score of years 
now, when I submitted some ques- 
tions to*him. Puffing on one Sturdy 
black cigar after another, he has 
been sitting there, hour after hour, 
listening to the discussion, now and 
then participating in it, keeping alert 
to any new unexpected development 
from the floor. 

Lewis Hopeless, 

Now and then his eyes followed 
the maneuvers of friends of John 
Lewis who are trying to convince 
the miners’ chief that he has a 
chance to be beat Gompers for the 
presidency. But Lewis privately 
realizes and admits that, even if he 
were a candidate, he couldn’t beat 
the veteran leader this year; so the 
bet is now that Lewis won't even 
attempt it. 
his friends manifest not a shade of 
concern over the outlook. Rather, 
Gompers acts and talks as if his 
mind were occupied entirely with 
the federation's future -problems. 
This was plainly shown In his an- 
swers to the questions I asked him. 

Because of the restiveness mant- 
fested among farmers tn the mftdte 
west, I asked Gompers if he believ- 
ed the farmers should organize with 
labor to a common end, and, if so, 
whether any movement to effect 

- such a combInation of forces was In 
prospect. 

“The same enemies,” he replied, 
“that is, the same type of enemies, 
that are attempting to stay the 
progress of the American workers 
in industry are now seeking also to 
drive back the advancement attain- 
ed by farmers in recent years.

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Albert G. Foster, of Madison, one 
of the state’s most prominent law- 
yers, has been named special mas- 
ter in the receivership of the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and _ AtJantic 
railroad by Judge Samuel H. Sibley, 
it was learned Sunday. Mr. Foster 
was appointed to take all testimony 
in connection with the receivership 
and prepare a report for submis- 
sion to the federal judge. He will 
assume his new duties at once. 

The Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic railroad was thrown ifInto a 
receivership last spring on a pe- 
tition filed by the Birmingham 
Trust and Savings company, one of 
the creditors of the road. B.: L. 
Bugg, president of the line, was 
made receiver and the line has been 
operated under his direction since. 

Many important legal points have 
arisen in the affairs of the rall- 
road since the receivership was or- 
dered, particularly since the em- 
Ployees of the line went out: on 
Strike several months ago. The 
wage questi of this line became 
national in its scope and effect and 
this case now !s being considered 
by the railway labor board. 

Mr. Foster is solicitor of the Mad- 
ison city court and has served in 
that position for ten years. His 
father, the late Judge Fred C. Fos- 
ter, was known as one of the ablest 
lawyers in the state. Mr. Foster 
was a partner in the law business 
with his father until his father 
died In 1916. Later he formed a 
partnership with Greene F. Johnson, 
of Monticello. Mr. Foster has long 
been identified prominently § in 
state politics. 

An interesting feature of the ap- 
pointment is that Mr. Foster and 
Judge Sibley were fellow students 
at the University of Georgia. They 
have been friends of lifelong stand- 
ing. °

Council cannot stand on half-way 
ground nor compromise, declares 
the committee, and it calls on “ev- 
ery right-thinking, decency-loving 
councilman to stand by and ear- 
nestly support the declarations of 
the majority members of the com- 
mittee from its own body, and to 
urge that whatever recommenda- 
tions have been made as to changes 
in police management and methods 
be carried out.” 

Will Fight Findings. 

The police and detective heads, 
whose dismissal is recommended, 
have friends in council who will 
fight to set aside the findings of 
the committee in their cases. Mayor 
James L. Key, at the recent conven- 
tion of the Southeastern Shoe deal- 
ers, declared that he would stand by 
Chief Beavers, and later he said the 
same thing about Chief Poole. For 
this reason a veto is expected if 
the majority report is upheld. 

Persons well versed in municipal 
politics say that the claim of the 
Beavers sympathizers that he is 
safe, so far as council is concerned, 
may be true. As to the ofRer of- 
ficers. they quite generally believe 
that the verdict of the committee 
will be upheld. 

Three of the ac¢used officers are 
now .nder suspension, having been 
suspended from the force Saturday 
by Chief Beavers following the pub- 
lication of a list of sealed indict- 
ments in the Fulton superior court 
which revealed true bills against 
Detective Lieutenant T. D. Shaw 
and Detectives Paul West and Wil- 
liam 8S. Payne. 

Item by Item Vote. 

Foes of the majority report, who 
will fight its adoption as a whole, 
will ask a vote on it item by item. 
In behalf of the officers, whom the 
committee says should go, a stub- 
born battle will be fought. 

The minority report of Council- 
man, J. A. Couch agrees with the 
majority that the police board 
should be abolished, and concurs in 
a number of other impersonal rec- 
ommendations, but he puts up a 
blanket defense of the police and 


detective officers, and says that 
the administration of a rebuke 
should be all that is necessary to 
set them right again. 

Whatever part of the report is 
adopted will go to Mayor Key for 
his signature. If Chief Beavers and 
Chief Poole are included it is cer- 
tain to meet his veto. 

If any of it ever finally gets 
paet the mayor it will then be in 
the hands of the police board, and 
there another interesting chapter 
is expected to be written.

OFFICER WOUNDED: 


AND NEGRO KILLED 
IN RUNNING DUEL 


Scores of Shots Fired in 
Desperate Battle Waged 
Sunday Afternoon on 
West Fair Street. 


NEGRO WOMAN IS SHOT 
AND ANOTHER IS CUT 


Negress Struck by Bullet 
Intended for One of Of- 
ficers—Black Shot Eight 
Times. 


In a desperate gun battle late 
Sunday afternoon in’ which more 
than 100 shots were fired, Oscar 
Table, a negro, was killed, two ne- 
gro women were wounded and Call 
Officer W. F. Anderson received a 
serious gun shot wound. The negro, 
who was 35 years old, barricaded 
himself behind some old boxes near 
57B Kennesaw alley, where he lived, 
when officers attempted to ar- 
rest him for slashing the throat of 
a negro woman and after a battle 
with the police that lasted for thir- 
ty minutes, was killed. Eight shots 
were fired into his body. 

During the fusillade of shots one 
negro woman was shot through thé 
face, both jaws being shattered by 
a bullet fired by Table at a police- 
man. Officers Anderson, Evans, 
Mashburn, Sr., and Woods partici- 
pated In the fight. 

Police stated the trouble origi- 
nated when Table became {involved 
in an argument with Mamie Sher- 
man, @ negro woman with whom he 
is said to have been living. After 
he had beaten her, he pulled out a 
razor and inflicted a severe gash on 
her throat, Her father, Jim Sher- 
man, then picked up a brick and 
hurled it. at Table,. knocking him 
down. 

Table then entered the house, se- 
cured a rifle and filling all his pock- 
ets with cartridges, went out to 
“get” Sherman. A call in the mean- 
time had been sent to police head- 
quarters and Patrol Officer Evans 
and Call G@icer Mashburn, Sr., the 
first to respond, arrived just in time 
to see Table aiming at Sherman. 
Both officers fired, missing, mark- 
ing the beginning of a battle that 
lasted fully thirty minutes before 
Table was killed. 

Many Shots Fired. 

Officers Evans and Mashburn, 
who were about 400 yards from 
where Table was barricaded, fired 
dozens of shots, none proving effec- 
tive, because of the distance. It was 
declared by the officers that the ne- 
gro fired nearly a hundred shots.

BiG ACREAGE GAIN 
FOR GEORGIA CORN 


Commerce Department 

‘Figures Show Million- 
Acre Increase in Ten- 
Year Period.

Washington, June 19.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Figures 
given out by the bureau of census 
of the department of commerce show 
that during the past ten years Geor- 
gia acreage planted in corn has in- 
creased nearly one million acres, 
and that this represents a gain in 
output of more than twelve million 
bushels. There are more acres of 
corn in Georgia thahany other state 
in the south except Texas, and the 
Lone Star State surpasses Georgia 
but slightly in acreage devoted to 

corn, ; 
The area of corn harvesting’ in 
theentire United States, according 
to the present census, was 87,666,- 
910 acres, as compared with 98,- 


382,665 acres, tén years ago, repre- | 


senting a decrease of 10,715,755 
acres, or 10.9 per cent. This de- 


crease is explained by the depart- 
ment of agriculture on the basis 


that this decrease represents acre- 
age transferred from corn to wheat. 
the latter crop showing an increase 


in acreage more than twice the loss 
in the corn acreage. 

The production of corn was 
2,335.593,173 bushels, as compared 
with 2,552,189,630 bushels ten years 
ago. The production thus shows a 
decrease of 196,596,457 bushels, or 
7.7 per. cent. 

According to the table appended 
below, it will be seen that Georgia 
was increasing its corn acreage 
and production, while the general 
average for the south Atlantic 
states showed a decrease.

Officers to Probe Eva- 
sions of Soft Drink, 
Theater Ticket, Toilet 
and Drug Taxes. 


Washington, June 19.—Reaching 
into every section of the nation, 
the government will launch a gen- 
eral tax drive next month which 
is expected to net millions of dol- 
lars in delinquent taxes and pen- 
alties. 

It is learned at the treasury de- 
partment that David H. Blair, cem- 
missioner of internal revenue, has 
instructed his assistant supervisors 
in the field to special 
squadrons to canvass for delin- 
These men will head “fly- 
ing squadrons,” which wédll visit 
every large city in the United 
States. They have been directed to 
conduct a thorough and- effective 
campaign, seeking to trap wilful 
evaders, without causing embar- 
rassment to persons who are en- 


organize 


quents, 


deavoring honestly to comply with: 


the law. 

This initial hunt for evaders ig 
part of a nation-wide investigation 
of the failure of retailers to col- 
lect the full tax on toilet articles 
and. medicinal preparations, This 
failure loses the government sev- 
eral millions of dollars annually. 
This tax—1 cent for each 25 cents 


or fraction thereof -of the sale—is. 


collected by stamps, the law pro- 
viding that the stamp shall be af- 
fixed by the dealer and cancelled. 
Failure to cancel the stamp or re- 
fusal to collect and pay the tax are 
punishable and careful syrveys will 
be made of drug stores dnd other 
retail houses, in search of violators 
of the law. 

Vendors of soft drinks and ice 
cream also will be investigated. 
The practice-of depositing te pen- 
ny taxes in any convenient cigar 
box does not permit proper account- 
ing and is contrary to regulations, 
according to the treasury depart- 
ment. Tax receptacles must be ar- 
ranged into compartments suitable 
for holding the different amounts 
collected, the department explains, 
and dealers who fail to keep proper 
records may be prosecuted. , 

Theater tickdt brokers will be 
arraigned for refusal to file month- 
ly tax returns and theaters or movie 
houses which neglect to print tick- 
ets. or cards of admission in ac- 
cordance with regulations, will be 
prosecuted. 

The purpose of the drive is edu- 
cation as well as enforcement, the 
treasury department announces. 

If, prior to government investiga- 
tion, amended returns are filed ac- 
companied by evidence to show the 
delinquency is due to no wrongful 
intent, the poljcy of the internal 
revenue bureau will be lenient. 
Where evidence shows willful eva- 
sion or refusal to collect and pay 
the tax, prosecutions will be enter- 
ed and extreme penalties urged. 

CommisSioner Blair will author- 
ize revenue officers engaged in the 
drive to examine any books, papers 
Or records bearing upon the items 
to be included in the returns, and 
to summon persong for examination 
under oath,

Replacement of $279,000,- 
000 Sold to England 
Begins in the Treasury 
Department. 


Washington, June 19.—Coinage of 
silver dollars has been resumed by 
the mint after a lapse of seven 
years and the work of replacing 
the 279,000,000 standard silver dol- 
lars taken from,the treasury dur- 
ing the war to sell to Great Britain 
has been begun. 

Since late in March treasury of- 
ficials / said tonight, approximately 
20,000,000 silver dollars have been 
coined. In the same period corre- 
sponding amounts of silver certifi- 
cates were issued and federal] re- 
serve notes and treasury certifi- 
cates securing them retired. This 
process, officials said, would prob- 
ably continue for the next five 
years until the treasury’s reserve 
of silver dollars is back to its pre- 
war basis.

Under the terms of the act, 
Director of the Mint Baker sold to 
England 279,000,000 silver dollars, 
amounting to 208,000,000 pieces of 
silver, at $1.01 1-2 an ounce plug 
the market price of the copper con- 
tent in the*dollar. The 1 1-2 cents, 
Mr. Baker explained tonight, paid 
for the cost of melting and trans- 
portation, and the cost of recoin- 
age. 

The work of refilling the hole 
left in the treasury’s vaults, Mr. 
Baker said, was now well under 
way, the mint striking off silver 


dollars at the rate of about 8,000,000 


to 10,000,000 a month. Since May, 
1920, the mint has bought about 
95,000,000 ounces of American si}- 
ver at $1 an ounce and will continue 
to make its purchases at this price 
until the treasury’g stock is replen- 
ished. 
Pays High Price. 

Despite the fact that the Pittman 
act requires the mint to pay one 
dollar an ounce for its silver, Mr. 
Baker declared, ‘queries are con- 
stantly received demanding why the 


|; fovernment pays so much more for 


| ite silver than the 


market price. 


|The price was fixed by the act, he 


stated, to stabilize the price of sil- 
ver when there were indications of 
its reaching unheard heights during 
the war. Asa result of the govern- 
ment’s action in confining the treas- 
ury’s purchases to silver, both pro- 
duced and reduced in this country, 
the American silver mining industry 
was protected from overwhelming 
foreign competiton, Mr. Baker said. 
Because of the price at Which the 
silver was sold to England, the 
government is breaking a little bet- 
ter than even on the transaction, 
he added. 

The inside history of the Pittman 
act sales, treasury officials recalled, 
was what former Secretary Glass 
described as one of the “romantic 
incidents of the war.’ In 1918, of- 
ficialse said, Great Britain’s Meso- 
potamian campaign was threatened 
by the silver femine in India. Sil- 
ver, India’s monetary standard, was 
hoarded and hidden by the natives 
in the hills. The British govern- 
ment, under war conditions, could 
not get the metal to keep up its 
silver reserve. German propaganda, 
seeking to drive a wedge between 
India and the empire, and block

That the subdivision of the state 
into too many small counties— 
each, in effect, a little republic 
unto itself—is largely responsible 
for lynching and other forms of 
mob rule, is the opinion of W. E. 
Wimpy, a well-known Georgian, as 
expressed in a thoughtful discus- 
sion which we present elsewhere 
upon this page. 

There is unquestionably much 
reason and logic in this position. 

To no state does Mr. Wimpy’s 
argument apply more fittingly than 
it does to Georgia. 

For a number of years Georgia 
has been suffering from a species 
of political ‘disease’ that, for 
want of a better name, might ap- 
propriately be called ‘“county- 
division mania.” 

From time to time this state 
has been cut up and subdivided 


into counties until, as Mr. Wimpy 


points out, it contains 155 county 
governments, and the map of 
Georgia is suggestive of a patch- 
work crazy-quilt. 


The result is two-fold: First. 


an inordinate tax burden upon the 
people 


for the maintenance of 
county governments, each with its 
long . routine of non-producing 
officeholders; second, to render 


more difficult the enforcement of 
law. 


Georgians annually pay millions 


of dollars for absolutely unneces- 
sary “overhead” expenses of gov- 
ernment as a consequence of their 
having so many counties. *

but the world, I find that the 
cause is the non-enforcement of law.

The reason that Georgia leads all 
states and nations of the world in 


lynching, America excepted, is be- 
cause she leads in the number of 
re counties as to popula- 
ion. 


Georgia’s legislature 
the state up, into 155 miniature 


counties‘ has not only tied the 
hands of the governor and made his 
position pitiful, but it has tied the 
hands of every sheriff in his minia- 
ture county and made the mob his 
master. It is worth the place of a 
sheriff in a miniature county to 
oppose his infuriated constituents. 


How dear is the law and home 
to all noble hearts! Without the 


law the most pious can not live 
in peace if he does not please his 
wickgd neighbor. 


This evil is undermining not énly 
the political, religious and econom- 


ical foundation of the south, but 
the civilization of our Beloved land. 
Lynching is now known to the 
world as an American institution, 
United States now has within the 
nation 3,000 little republics’ with 
about 77 per cent of them minia- 
ture. No wonder that America 
leads the world in crime and lynch- 
ing. Of the 4,000 lynched, Geor- 
gia can only claim about 415 of 
them. I am not trying to defend 
the state of Georgia... I admit that 
she leads the states in lynching. 
See “Lynching One Evil of Small 
County Governments,” to be found 
in the leading libraries of the na- 
tion. 

The object of the law-respecting 
citizens of Georgia is to rid the 


state of lynching and to establish 
law and order. The question 1s 
not one of political parties, nor is 
it one of religious creeds or social 
equality. The question involved is 
only civilization and good govern- 
ment where political parties, reli- 
gious denominations and the races 
can enjoy the freedom of action as 
guaranteed under the constitution. 
Georgia has 155, more or less, little 
sovereign Kingdoms or _ republics 
wherein the state is powerless as 
to crimes, elections or anything per- 
taining to the conduct or the free- 
dom of action of the subjects of 
these counties, and the legislaturyg 
will be asked to create more. 


I know the cost of penning these 
words that I am writing in the in- 
terest of my people, but I am will- 
ing to pay the price.

tion, Language is inadequate to 
texpress the deplorable conditions 
that exist in miniature counties.

The conditions in our state are 
deplorable but under our system 


the wonder is that they are not 
much worse. Under our system of 
government, the jury is the su- 
preme chief justice in all criminal 
cases, except impeachment, and in 
the degree that you reduce the ju- 
risdiction below the minimum from 
which a juror a be chosen, in that 
degree do you place power in con- 
nivance with crime. When the ju- 
risdiction or county is reduced, as 
in Georgia, below the minimum, 
there can never be civilized gov- 
ernment no more than there can be 
civilized madness, 

Under our system these madmen 
or lynching counties are a law unto 


themselves. 

You cannot create a public sen- 
timent for justice- among madmen. 
You can merge ten communities 
or small republics into one, and 
when one community or district 
becomes excited or mad the other 
nine cool and sane districts will 
hold the mad one in restraint, or 
to strict accountability for his acts. 
In other words, a government or 
its jurisdiction must be so large 
that the mob’s associates and their 
interests do not permeate the en- 
tire republic or jurisdiction. Here 
is the cause of the hideous crimes 
committed in my state and the 
rampant extravagance of govern- 
ment and the fleecing of our peo- 
ple’s life blood through taxation 
and fees.

Chapter 14—Squint. 
Squinting is a serious error for a 
fellow to fall into. A kid in our 
neighborhood had _ cross-eyes, or 
strabismus, and dad said it should 


into a fight with two youngsters 
and he was nearly killed. It seem- 
ed he met the two youngsters for 
the first time near the schoolyard, 
and on sizing them up he decided 
he could whip the smaller of the 
pair and told the little one so, but 
they thought he meant both, from 
the way he looked at them and so 
they hopped on and punched the 
stuffing out of the poor kid. 

Some children are born cross-eyed. 
Some very far-sighted children 
achieve cross-eyes at about the 
age of three or four years, when 
the child begins to use the eyes 
considerably for near work, such 
as looking at picture books, play- 
ing with toys. This kind of squint 
often appears soon after an illness, 
but no particular illness can be 
SAfAid to cause cross-eyes; the illnesss 
merely weakens the eye muscles 
and tkeir nerve control temporarily, 
and so the squint appears. This 
kind of squint, in which the eyes 
turn in, may be corrected by the 
adjustment of spectacles which 
overcome the underlying far-sight- 
edness, provided the glasses are 
adjusted shortly after the squint 
mnanifests itself. If there be much 
delay in having the eyes examin- 
ed, the cure of the cross-eves bv 
— alone may become impossi- 

e. 


In rare instances squint or cross- 
eye may spontaneously correct it- 
self, but it is never good policy to 


wait for a child to “outgrow” such 
&@ handicap. 


It is unwise to postpon@ the ad- 
justment of suitable spectacles to 
the eyes of a young child with con- 
vergent squint on the mistaken the- 
ory that it well to walt until 


the child is more matured, for while 
awaiting this uncertain time the 
sight of one eye may be quite lost. 
As a rule, the chance to cure cross- 
eye is before the child is six years 
old; after that, there is smali chance 
for cure without operation. In

cles. These cases generally require 
some form of surgical treatment, 
Since they dare not amenable to 
glasses, not being dependent on vis- 
ual or refractive errors like the 
form of squint a child achieves. The 
Surgical treatment is usually given 
when the child is a few years old. 

In certain individuals who are 
very near-sighted the eyes tend to 
diverge—such individuals are called 
wall-eyed.” This tendency is over- 
come hy the proper glasses to re- 
lieve the nearsightedness.

the eye straight is lacking, there is 
little that can be done to make 
Such eyes straight—even operation 
on the eye muscles has but a tem- 
porary effect.

ANSWER—No danger whatever. 
Such fruits rather tend to prevent 
appendicitis, in sofaras constipation 
may be a factor of appendicitis. The 
Superstition that seeds may some- 
times cause appendicitis. probably 
arose from the occasional finding 
of seeds, hardened masses of fecal 
matter, and other foreign bodies in 
the appendix at operation. Such 
abnormal contents, however, find 
their way into tahe appendix as a 
result of disease, not aS a cause. 

Bog Gone Worry.

The dog was killed and 
the head sent away for examina- 
tion. The report returned was that 
the dog had rabies. Does the boy 
have to be treated, or is that only 
a fad?_ Don't howpitals get state 
appropriations which would compel 
them to treat casés when the pa+ 
tient can’t pay their excessive 
charges (Mrs. B. E. P.)

America 
can save Armenia by her generosity, 
by her moral support and by the 
giving of her bounty. Armenia is 
not begging betause she is too Ine 
dolent to work.” 

During the Sunday morning serve 
ice at the First Presbyterian church, 
Dr. J. Sprole Lyons, the pastor, read 
a letter from Dr. Isaac Youan, of the 
Armenian relief, expressing great 
gratification for the assistance of 
an Atlanta man in enabling him to 
interview President Harding, who, 
it was stated, promised to do what 
he could to remedy conditions in 
Armenia. 


THIRD HEARING TODAY 
UN RAILRUAD PAY CUTS 


Chicago, June 19,—Nearly every 
railway in the country affected by 
the six-hundred-million-dollar wage 
award of the United States railroad 
labor board in July, 1920, and which 
had not previously petitioned for 
wage reductions, will appear before 
the board tomorrow with requests 
for lower pay for all employees. 

Two wage hearings already have 
been held, the first resulting in the 
decision of June 1, cutting the 
wages of 104 warriers 12 per cent, 
effective July 1. More 
reeds were included in the second 
hearing on which no decision has 
yet been pronounced. Members of 


the board have indicated, however, 
that there would be little variation 
in this decision from that on the 
first hearing. Provison was made 
in the June 1 decision in making 
the railroads parties to that decision 
at any subsequent date. 

With the completion of the third 
hearing and the anticipated 12 per 
cent reduction on all roads the esti- 
mated four-hundred-million-dollar 
annual savings on the country’s 
railroad bill will be put into effect.

With reservations in the dormito- 
ries at both the State Normal school 
and university -taken, and _ with 
many rooms already engaged in 
the city, and applicgtions still com- 
ing in, the present outlook is for 
the largest attendance in the his- 
tory of the summer school of the 
University of Georgia at the open- 
ing session Tuesday, June 21.

SEES BiG SHRINKAGE 
N LIVE STOCK SUPPLY 


Chicago, June 19.—The number 
of cattle for each one hundred per- 
sons in the United States is today 
one-third less than in 1900, the sheep 
supply is reduced nearly two-thirds, 
while. the number of hogs is fully 
41 per cent less now than then, ac- 
cording to figures compiled from 
the federal census reports by Her- 
bert Myrick, a farm expert for @ 
farm publication. 

Declaring that this “alarming 
shortage’ in live stock is such as 
to furnish a meat supply only about 
half as. great for each person in 
the country as formerly, Mr. Myrick 
said that “the decline during recent 
months in prices to producers is so 
utterly unjustified as to constitute 
the gravest economic crime _ ever 
perpetrated upon farmers of Amer- 
ica. 

Other figures were given to show 
that 20 per cent fewer pounds 0 
meat were exported during the pres- 
ent fiscal year than during the pre- 
vious year, while imports totalled 
one hundred and seventy-five mil- 
lion pounds of fresh meats, or near- 
ly four times as much as two years 
ago. 

Mr. Myrick charged that the 
United States department of agri- 
culture for years has overestimated 
the numbers of sheep and swine and 
declared that the department's es8- 
timate for January, 1920, was in 
error no less than 28 per cent.

Will Be Dismissed.

Senting the Coca-Cola cdOmpany of 
Delaware and the Coca-Cola bot- 
tling companies, under which liti- 
gation between the companies in- 
volving the perpetuity of existing 
contracts between them is settled, 
according to information obtained 
Sunday. The proceedings will be 
friendly and will provide fop the 
dismissal of injunction proceédings 
now pendin before the + United 
States circuit court by consent of 
all Parties and the old relations 
existing between the companies 
prior to the litigation virtually will 
be restored. 

One of the chief figures in the 
mOve to settle the eranenees of the 
2 was Eugene Stet- 
Son, of New York, vice president of 
the Guaranty Trust company and 
director of the Coca-Cola company. 
He was present- at the conference 
held Saturday night at which the 
agreement was reached to end the 
litigation which has,been carried 
on for more thane vear jin both 
State and federal courts. 

Contract Is Perpetual. 

It was learned that the agreement 
Provides that the Coca-Cola com- 
Pany recognizes the contention of 
the so-called first-line bottlers that 
their contract with. the Coca-Cola 
company is valid and also perpet- 
ual. The first-line bottlers. under 
the agreement, accept a readjust- 
ment of the price the Coca-Cola 
company will charge them for syrup 
for bottling purposes. The bottlers 
will continue to pav, for the pres- 
ent, the price fixed for the syrup 
by the courts in a recent decision. 
which {fs $1.64% cents a gallon. 

It was agreed that when the pres- 
ent stock of sugar, bought at high 
prices by the Coca-Cola company 
during the sugar shortage. is ex- 
hausted the price of the syrup to 
the first-line bottlers will be reduc- 
ed to $1.17% a gallon. less 5 cents 
a gallon as credit for advertising 
by the bottlers, making 
the actual price $1.12% a gallon 
net. 

Conferences Held. 


It was learned that the question 
of settling the dispute between the 
two companies has been discussed at 
a series~ of conferences that have 
been held during the last three 
months, Representatives of the com- 
panies recently met at Atlantiy 
City and discussed the situation, but 
at that conference no agreement 
was reached. With the last fortnight 
negotiations were taken up again, 
and at the conference held in Atlan- 
ta Saturday night the final terms 
of the agreement were determined. 

The litigation orieinated in the 
Fulton superior court before Judge 
Pendleton, but when federal ques- 
tions were raised the case was dis- 
missed in state courts and reinsti- 
tuted in the United States court. In 
the first hearing in the United 
States court the bottlers won a vic- 
tory, and the bottlérs opened nego- 
tiations with the Coca-Cola com- 
pany to settle the litigation. No 
action was taken by the Coca-Cola 
company, however, and it appealed 
the case to the United States circuit 
court of appeals. It was heard at a 
sesSion held recently at Philadel- 
phia. and that court has rendered 
no decision. ; 

Original Agreement. 

The original agreement between 
the Coca-Cola company and the 
bottlers was signed by Asa G. Can- 
dler, Sr., founder ot the original 
Coca-Cola company, and the late J. 
B. Whitehead, promoter of the first 
bottling company. 

At the Atlantic City conference 
the Coca-Cola company was repre- 
sented by Mr. Stetson, who was ap- 
pointed to act for that company, 
and Jack Spalding, of Atlanta, who 
was named to represent the bot- 
tlers, 

In the litigation a notable array 
of lawyers represented the two 
sides. Attorneys for the Coca-Cola

NUMBER OF FAILURES 
LARGELY INCREASED 


An increase in failures is noted 
last week, defaults in the United 
States numbering 329. This is twen- 
ty-nine more than was reported to 
R. G. Dun & Co., the week before, 
and campares with 152 insolvencies 
in the corresponding week of 1920. 
Excepting in the west, where there 
is a slight decrease, the current 
week's failures exceed in number 
those of week before last in each 
of the geographical divisions in- 
cluded in the statement, there be- 
ing’ an increase of eleven in the 


' east, thirteen in the south and sey- 


en on thé Pacific coast. The ratio 
of the defaults for $5,000 or more 
in each case to the total number 
was 53.8 per cent last week, against 
93.4 per cent the week before last 
and 49.3 per cent a year ago. 

Numbering thirty-seven, insolven- 
cies in Canada last week are five 
more than those of last week, while 
the number in this week last year 
was only seventeen. Of last week’s 
total failures, twenty-two had lia- 
biliaties of $5,000 or more in each 
instance, which is nine more than 
last week and thirteen more than 
a year ago. 


BANK CLEARINGS SHOW 
NO DECIDED CHANGE 


About the same margin of de- 
crease appeared in bank clearings 
last week as was noted the week 
hefore, an aggregate of $6.548.179.- 
090 at twenty cities in the United 
States, as reported to Dun’'s Review, 
representing reductions of 19.2 and 
19.8, per cent, respectively, from 
the figures of the two immediately 
preceding years. The falling off 
week before last was 19.9 per cent 
from the 1920 clearings, and 17.9 
per cent from those of two years 
ago. Aside from Los Angeles, where 
a slight increase is recorded, last 
week’s clearings are smaller than 
those of last year at al] the cen- 
ters included in the statement, with 
losses of«30 per cent or more in 
each. instance at Atlanta, New Or- 
leans, Cleveland, Kansas City and 
Seattle. For the nineteen cities 
outside of New York embraced by 
the returns, the clearings show a 
decline’ of 25.1 per cent from those 
of 1920, while there is a decrease 


of 15.3 per cent at New York city.

NO. COTTON DOWN 


TONEW LOWLEVEL 


New Orleans, June 19.—Wide de- 
clines were made by cotton this last 
week and prices went to new low 
levels for the season on all months 
in the contract market and to the 
lowest of the season for middling 
in the spot department. Liquida- 
tion of long contracts was the main 
factor back of the declines and 
much of _ this liquidation was 
prompted by the nearness, of the 
first notice day for July and the 
fear that it will bring large tenders. 
Some selling was due to the contin- 
ued unsettled labor conditions in 
Great Britain and to the uncertain- 
ty attending® the voting on the 
proposition .to end the coal strike. 
Lowest levelg came on Friday when 
the trading months were 131 to 13§ 
points under the close of the pre-4 
ceding week, with July off to 10.51 
and October off to 1128. From the 
@ighest to the lowest levels there 
was a-drop of 139 to 149 points and 
the close showed net losses of 108 
to 111 points, with July at 10.77. In 
the net results in the spot market 
middling lost 63 points. closing at 
10.75, the lowest price of the week 
and the. season. 

Prices reached in the~§yture mar- 
ket were the lowest since the early 
stages of the world war. The 
cleaning out of the long interest in 
contracts was. precipitated by the 
constant increase in the certificated 
stock in this market, which gave 
rise to talk that July tenders would 
be very heavy. At the end of the 
week the certificated stock here 
amounted to 74,878 bales, the larg- 
est certificated stock in years. The 
tota] stock held here on the week- 
end was 455,211 bales, of which it 
was estimated that about per 
cent was tenderable cotton. Some 
traders traced the slumps that car- 
ried the market off to new low lev- 
els back to the report on Wednes- 
day from the census bureau show- 
ine that out of stocks of 3,974,974 
bales of cotton held in publi¢ ware- 
houses in this country onlv 970,220 
hales, or 24 per cent, were uRnten- 
derable. It was generallv suppodsed 
that stocks of tenderable cotton 
were much smaller, 

The weather of the week was 
called highly favorable west of the 
Vississippi river, rains being fol- 
lowed by drv and warm weather. 
but the continued drought east of 
the river caused uneasiness. 


WHOLESALE PRICES 
MAKE NO BIG ADVANCES 


No repetition of the recent excess 
of advances in ‘wholesale commod- 
ity prices has been ‘witnessed, 
Dun’s list of wholesale quotations 
this week disclosing forty-nine re- 
cessions and twenty-one increages. 
This compares with fifty-five de- 
eclines out of a total of eighty-eight 
changes last week, whereas there 
was a slight margin of advances 
two weeks ago. 

Pronounced irregularity again 
prevailed in grain markets, favor- 
‘able, advices and restricted export 
buying having a depressing effect 
on wheat and rye, while corn, oats 
and barlev held comparatively firm. 
The reaction in grain. with liberal 
marketings, ,caused an easier feel- 
ing in hogs, but a fairly active 
demand strengthened sheep and 
held beef steady. Moderate trading 
and the irregular situation in hogs 
were reflected in a somewhat un- 
certain undertone in provisions, Put 
net alterations were unimportant. 
An active consumptive demand and 
speculative buying were mainly re- 
sponsible for an upturn in butter. 
especially in@he finer grades, and 
eggs derived considerable support 
from the growing scarcity of desir- 
able  stock.* Increasing 
however, rendered it difficult to 
sustain prices of cheese. 

No improvement has developed 
in the iron and steel situation, and 
weakness in prices continues. Cop- 
per holds fairly steady, owing to 
the gradual reduction of surplus 
stocks, whereas the undertone in 
the miscellaneous metals, aS a 
whole, is easy. The more stable 
price conditions in dry goods are 
reflected in the firmness prevailing 
during a quiet season, but the hide 
market has experienced reaction 
after its recent upturn.

New York, June 19.—We are about 

entering upon the third quarter of 


the year, which, according to fore- 
casts on the part of-those best able 
to judge, should see the revival of 
business really under way. So far. 
these prognostications have been 
verified. The first quarter of the 
present calendar year was expected 
to show a continuation of the un- 
settled conditions which marked 
the close of 1920. It was, in fact, 
the Slack water between the ebb 
and the flood tides.

The tariff bill, for instance, which 
should have been reported out of 
committee by this time, has been 
delayed, but the fact that it is not 
vet reported is a favorable rather 
than an unfavorable feature. It in 
dicates. more careful preparations. 
while the administrative features of 
the bill, which have already been 
tentatively announced, indicate 
that there is to be some countries 
with whom it is to our interest to 
show consideration. It has been 
feared that it was the intention of 
congress to erect: an impenetrable 
tariff wall which would have the 
effect of not only keeping imports 
out but our experts In.

lv. It is given as one excuse for 
the raid on the stock market, so 
that the losses already established 
ean he allowed to remain as a basis 
for reduced taxation, or until the 
new revenue bill shows it to be 
necessary.

It may be delayed by 
such tactics but {ft cannot be re- 
sisted indefinitely. * The unemploy- 
ed cannot be counted upon [0 fre- 
tain their enthusiasm for a wage 
scale in which.they are unable to 
participate. ‘There is still as much 
truth as ever in the old saying that 
aalf is better than no bread. Those 
who are out of employment will 
not be so likley to quibble over 
wage schedules if they are present- 
ed with an opportunity to earn any 
money at all. Production costs 
have got to be kept-to a point that 
will .yield invested capital a re- 
turn, and invested capital cannot 
secure this return unless the «prod- 
uct is to be sold at a level within 
tne reach of the consumer.

Looking over Dempsev’'s work. he 
has improved in condition aston 
ishingly in th@ past two weeks. He 
has taken off the few pounds of 
extra weight and has regained his 
old speed. Drying out will make 
him still faster. Carpentier will! 
have to be a streak to keep ont of 
his way. Like Manager Kearns, 
Dempsey !s a lot annoyed over the 
referee mixup. 

Agree on List. 

“We agreed on a list of referees 
to choose from and make our choice 
at the time the contract was sign- 
ed,” said Jack.

We survived the first 
attack—and the one we considered 
the most dangerous, at Turnberry. 

More than a few of us believed 
that Miss Alexa Stirling would ac- 
count for Miss Cecil Leitch, nof be- 
cause we had lost faith in Miss 
Leitch, but because we had teen 
gathering faith in the ability of 
your champion from Georgia. 
She proved a very finished player, 
but our hard-hitting prodigy over- 
poweret? her. It was a question 
of the old and vulgar adage—“Good, 
big ‘uns beat good little ‘uns.”

Travers at Wheaton, in the 1912 
finals. The sympathy of the crowds 
just finished him. 

Hagen’s Play. 

Our professionals characterize 
Walter Hagen's playing as better 
than in 1920. He will have to be all 
of that in order to win. But if he 
manages to keep somewhere in 
front of the fighting line at the 
end of the third round, the others 
will have to look out for him asa 
potential winner. 

I would prefer to select Long Jim 
Barnes as the winner. He is a 
past master at long running ap- 
proaches, which are assets of the 
classic St. Andrews course. Ribbed 
mashies may be valuable at St. 
Andrews, but pitches and run shots 
are more valuable nowadays. This 
is a «ry country. 

You may just rule the amateur 
out of the open championship.

But MI 
shouldn't like to lay those odds— 
or anything approaching them— 
against Evans or Jones. It was 
about even money that one of them 
would finish first in the amateur.
